THE WORK OF THE AIR CORPS IN THE ALABAMA FLOOD 


4& telegranhic rvport furnished the Chief of t:e Air Corns by Major W.R. 
Weaver, nuin,; Officer’ of Maxvell Tiel’, Mont: omery, Ala., states that be- 
tween 20 andi 25 tons of food, médical supnlies, blankets and clothing, all fur- 
nished by the America: Red Cross, were distributed via Army airplanes to the 
flood sutmerged cities of Elba, Geneva, Riverfalls, Prevton, Flomation, Pollard 
and Keosso, alabama. Of particular interest was the drowning from an airnlane of 
an outboard motor, suspended from a narachute, to a relief party on the bank of 
ae river at Elba, ale., in order to enable them to start the work of removing 

inhabitants from roots and tons of buildings. 

In sunmearizin,. the flood-relief activities of the Air Cores, the Commandin;: 
Officer of Maxvell Fiel’ reports that the Governor of Alabama called wpon hin at 
8:00 p.m, March 14th, to render eny assistance nossible to the people in the 
‘flooded district of Sout) Alabama, in view of the fact that ll other means of 

communication had been renderec inonerative. Shortly after midnisht, the Field 
Radio Truck from Maxvell Field was disyatched to Flba, arrived: within six miles 
of that noint at 11:00 a.m., and established communication with the field. 
Flishts over the. flooded areca started on March 15th (Friday), 34 being made 
on that day, 49 on Sa iturday, 54 on ee 76 on Monday’, 56 on Tuesday and 27.0n 
Weanescay, iarch 20th. <Assistin: the Maxwell Ficld flyin, personnel were pilots 
and observers with six airnlanes. from the LO3th Obseor ryation Sduadron, Alabama 
National Guarda, who resorted for duty ‘March 15th, anc Air Corns pilots. and obser- 
vers with eisht airplanes from LIanrléy Ficld, Va., who arrived at wreR # Field 
for flood relief duty on the morning: of Varch 17th. 

‘Throughout the air oneratione over the rlooded area, the American Red Cross 
code panel signals vere.used as the means of communication between. the airmen and 
the . round nersonneli - This. code was developed by Brigacier-General Benjamin D. 
Foulois and used at the ‘Nev Eneland flood in 1927. It was subsequently adonted 
by the Red Cross. Major Teaver states that as soon as he was called unon by the 
Governor of Mabama for assistance, he“sécured bases code and it was pudlished in 

‘full by the Montcomory ADVERTISER in its mornins edition March 15th. On the 
first trips by air to the cévastated region, envnane’ panels, with copy of the 
ADVERTISER enclosed, rere Gropped at stratecical ooints and coimmnication thus 
established. Major Weaver further s states that in several instances it was *oted 
that in five mimtes or less after the code had been dropped, with panels, com- 
munication was estadlished and meesages placed as rapidly as they could be 
acknowledszed by airplane. In.one instance, the panels anu code were dropped on 
a flat ton buildins ocemnied by over fifty people, and in approximately three 
mimites the first messa;e was réceived by air; in less than 10 mimtes the mater- 
ial needs of these neonle had been recorded by the airplane and these needs met 
by dropping supplies on the building later that samé aay. . 

Mr. Sdrnest J. Switt, Assistant to Vice Chairman, Insular and Foreign Opera- 
tions, American Red Cross, in forwarding news service releases sent out in con- 
nection with the air-cround signal code used in the Western Alabama flood, said; 
"The work of the Air Cox 9s tia saved, I am ‘sure, hundreds of lives and prevented 
mach suffering." i ae 

Commenting, editorially on thi! woe of Maxwell Field in.the great emerfency, 
the Montcomery ADVERTISER stated: , , ; 

"Tre people of the flooded areas of Alabama are no doubt exneriencing a 
Singular sense of sratitude. to’ that great modern agency, the airplane, and ‘in 
particular to Maxwell Field of Montzomery. The planes that have gone out from 
Maxwell Field to the stricken communities in South and Southeast Alabama have 
been the most potent sincle factor ‘in civing first aid to the distressed people. 
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They were the first visitors from the outside world, arriving early to signal the 
marooned and helpless: people rate “ive them hope.” They dronped copies of the 


Advertiser's special relief musber containing detailed instructions. to the neople 
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as to how to signal planes, how to inform the pilots of their most urgent needs 
and otherwise to excharme information. This service alone proved a godsend. 

The Maxwell Field flyers »nrormtly delivered motors to be attached to indis- 
pensadle resme boets; they promptly dropoed food supplies and medicines. They 
have been hauling foods and medicines and other necessities every .day since. They 
will contime to do this as long as it is necessary. 

High commendation is due the commandant of Maxwell Field, Maj. W.R. Weaver, 
for the proimtness anc energy vith which he took. charge of the aerial relief ex- 
pedition, and like nraise is due his men for the readiness and efficiency with 
which they resvonded and discharsed their duty. It is disqieting to contermlate 
what might have hapnened to the distressed people had there been no airplanes 
available to send to their aid. 

Ve of Montzomery have witnessed with hich satisfaction this demonstration 
of the great usefulness of this modern convenience, the airplane, and the spec- 
-tacle is of particula> interest to us because Maxwell Field is a Montcomery es- 
tablishment and because aviation is exsected to become a more and more imortant 
factor in the life of this commnity." 

The ALASAMA JOURNAL raise the following editorial comment: . 

"In the excitement of -exorting on the flood disasters in the southern part 
of the state perhaps too little thoucht has been given to a rather remarkable ex-~ 
‘hibition of rescue work nearby. For perhaps the first time supplies of all 
kinds have been transyorted by air to needy refugees who could not be reached by 
any other means. Flanes were used to some extent in the Mississippi flood two 
years ago, but chiefly for communication anc -yhotoy;raphy. Here in our own neces- 
sity the Army Air Corns has estadlished communication, obtained excellent air 
photograohs wuich were of the createst aid both in the work of rescue and in ap- 
pealing to the public for assistance, and has actually transsorted tons of sup- 
plies: by eir -which could have been delivered in no other way. 

It is well for citizens who would attain universal peace by reducing our 
own army 'as an exempie' to ponder on this rescué work. All routine training was 
imnediately dropped when the governor appealed to the cormanding officer, Maxwell 
‘Field, for assistance, and the energies of every man have been directed to the 
work of rescue ever since. To insure that no effort would be wasted orders were 
issued restricting all officers.and men to the post unless allowed to leave by 
special permission. This work of the Army Air Corps merits highest praise."

FLOOD RELIEF FLYER FALLS IN —— 


Lieut. H.W. Higgins, of Langley Field, Va., returned to.uis home station 9n 
March 25th and fave a granhic account of his exnerience when the Liberty motor 
of his 0-ll-airplane trolke last week while t4 was flyine the Flood Relief Patrol 
in Southern Alabama, and he was forced to land with Corporal Woodward in the 
. flood waters. 

“I was scouting at about 100 feet," said Lieut. Higgins, "and we had just 
passed over several marooned peovle. We still had our full load of 400 »ounds 
of relief su yzlies when suddenly the Liberty motor started violent vibration and 
the power dwindled down to nothing. My first inclination was to jump, but know- 
ing we were too low for that. I tried to make the open water in the stream of the 
Conecuh River. We could not do that as we lacked enoush altitude, so I headed 
for an open space’ in the back.weter. On account of the ae in the tail, I was 
able to:slow the machiue down before striking the water. This was fortunate, as 
I had no time to perform all that stabilizer rolling sed ping necessary for nor- 
mal : Yandings. with an O-1l. 

We hit the water at only ebout 50 or 60 miles an hour. I heard something 
break about the time we hit. But no sooner had we touched than the plane whipped 
over on its back. This threw Cornoral Yoodward out and clear of the ship, but I 
was trapped in the cockpit with my parachute. I didn't know I could work as 
‘fast as I did, but somehow I got'my safety belt unclasped and my parachute part- 
ly unfastened and then sot from under the machine. The parachute floated me to 
the top. Corporal Woodward had floated to.a log jammed against some pine trees 
_by the time I got up. I floated to him with my paracmte. Then we ripped the 
kapok pads from the parachutes to use as floats. That is what these pads are 
for, but. I had’ never used one before. 

~ When we. got: fixed uw» with the 'life ereservers' we started out through the 
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water tovard the main. stream of the Eiver. I told Corporal Yoodward to stay as 
close to -the shore ‘of. the river as nossible when we fot out there. The current, 
however, bore tha Cormora] out into micstroeam arid-he soon outdistanced me. I 
swam and floaten:dowi-streo. for avout half a mile when I saw an old house sticx- 
ing about neli way out,of the water. IT mina zed to maneuver to it. I cawsht on 
a part of the roof and climbed around to one side. There I found an open window 
to the attic. Inside were some clothes and quilts hancving on a peg wWaich had 
not been touched by the. water. I was coli and shivering so I decided to stay 
with this upver story: ie ‘ig house, an for the nresent would change into those 
dry clothes. . . 

Finally’ some mon in ) boat came alone and: rescued. me. We went on down the 
River and found Cornoral Voodrard in the top of a nine tree. He had manaced to 
get out of the main garren it and was swept by a cross current among the trees. 
The Corsoral was ruth disturbed as he had hati a ficht with a »olecat over his 
particular tree top. We realized something had hannened before we fot to hin. 
Good comfortable tree tops were scarce in that vicinity and the polecazt would not 
release its squatter richis witnout a strugcle. The air was full of the fight 
for a quarter ofa mile around. <Attemmt was made to find a boat for Cormoral 
Woodward to occupy. alone, but it. could not be done, so the-rest of us got in one 
end of the boat and paddled in a direction where the wind would blow in the 
risht way. We had to change directions, and destinations with the shifting of 
the wind, all beceuse a polecat tried to assert: lesal rishts ina State where 
they have none. 

'- After consideratle wanderine we finally came to the town of Andalusia, Ala. 
We shall never forget this town because there was not a girl in it that we could 
see who was Rot beautiful. And the Postmaster there was a bachelor. It was 

asy ‘to see’ how’ that was, for no mn could mike up his mind and center on one 
ee in such a place. We finally got hack: to Montgomery and joined the rest of 
the flood relief flyers from Langley Field."

MAJOR HENSLEY PASSES tt TO THE GREAT BEYOND d 


The death of Mejor William N. Hensley‘ on ‘asa 2lst.on a train while en 


route from the Yalter Reed: General Hoscital to the Mayé Hospital, Rochester,Minn., 


marks the passing of the first American to make a uon-ston flight by air from the 
United States to Barope. Major Eensley was a vassenger on the British Airship 
R-34 on dts return flight from ater T.Y. to Pulham, Enzland, which flicht 
startec on July 10, 1919, andg laste d 75 hours ané three mimtes. 

_ Major Hensley was torn at Steines: Neorasia, October.18, 1831. He graduat- 
ed from the United States } ie te Acaceny, West Point, H.Y., in June 1905, com 


_ missioned 2nd Lieutenaat, and assirned to the 15th U.S. Cavalry. He served with 


this refiment until his. SA ateok to Captain in 1916, when he was assizned to the 
l5th Cavalry. 

Appointeé a Major in the Aviation Section, Signal Corps, on Aucust 5, 1917, 
he was assigned to the Army Balloon School at Fort Omaha, Nebraska, where he re- 
ae training in balloonineg, free and captive types. He was placed on flying 

y November 22, 1917, and remained at ‘Fort Omaha until April, 1918, having 
wna of the oxeantent ton. of new balloon cormanies for var service. He was »ro- 
moted to Lieut.-Colonel (temporary) February 26, 1918. Until the following 
September he was on duty at the Armny balloon School at Arcadia, Calif., soing 
from there to Mather Field, Sacramento, Calif., for the purpose of undergoing 
flying trainin: in heavier-than-air craft. 

On Aucust 20, 1918, he was promoted to Colonel. Comleting his flyine 
trainin; at Mather Field, he was .rated.a Junior Military Aviator on November 9, 


..1918. Colonel Hensley received another flying rating on December 11 of that 
year - that of Junior Military Aeronaut. 


After a brief period of service at Dallas, Texas, as District Supervisor of 
the Southwestern District, Colonel Hensley, in Jama ry, 1919, was assigned to 


_daty at Azron, Ohio, in charge of airsnin are ning, and construction. In the fol- 


loring May he was ordered. to duty ia Loridon,” Encland, as Assistant Military 
attache, with the object of making a study of foreisn airship designs. He made 
this trip to London in the British ‘Arehip R-c4, and was also a passenger on 
this airship on its subse quent | flight alom. the British coast. He later. served 
as Assistant to the Military Attache at The Netuerlands. 
Upon Colonel Hensley's return to the United States he was assigned to the 
-lll- V-5882, A.C. 
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co: mmand of Langley Ficlc, Va., where be. seryed.until he was designated as a stu- 
dent: to attend the General Service Schools at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. His next 
tour of duty was that of Commanding Officer of Mitchel Field, New York, where 

he ‘Served until the fall of 1925,vwhen he was ordered to duty as a student at the 
Army War College, froti which institution he -raduated the following summer. 

Major Hensley's last assignment was that of Air Officer of the 8th Corps 
Area’‘at Fort Sam Houston, San Antonio, Texas. 

Following funeral’ services at San Antonio, his remains were brought to 
Washinzton for interment at Arlington Cemetery. The honorary pallbearers were 
Majors Roland W. Case, 3.T. Merchant, Raloh Talbot, Jr., Thomas H. Lowe, Louis 
A. O'Dorinell and Walter ‘E. Prosser, all members of his class at the U.S. 
Military aed .

REST CAMPS IN THE INSULAR POSSESSIONS 


‘Twelve: men from Inke Field, T.H., left Oam recently.for the ten days! de- 
tached service at the Kilanea Military Camp on Hawaii. Avoroximately the same 
number are scneduled to ; go during March end view the volcano which entertained 
people in these parts with a first class eruption last month. 

Following the news on February 20th that "Madame Pele" of Halemaumau had 
again taken the warpath, the authorities made arrangements to accommodate as many 
men at the cam as vossible. The uncertainty of Madame Pele's whims in the mat- 
ter of eruptions sometimes taxes the resources for accommodations. All enlisted 
men in the Hawaiian Devartment are permitted to take a ten-day vacation at the 
camp during their period of foreizn service, and the Air Corps men are finding 
the time spent over there beneficial in many ways as well as instructive. 

Merdoers of the ora Pursuit Squadron, Clark Field, P.I., see mech of Zambales 
Mountain from above, but until recently they have had little opportunity of ac- 
tually getting next to nature in them. Major Ralnh P. Cousins, commanding offi- 
cer of the field, throwgh the courtesy of. Colonel Daniel W. Hand, Commanding 
officer of the 24th Field Artillery, recently made arrangements for detachments 
of the squadron to make the trip to Camp Sanchez, Mt. Pinatuba. 

Every eight days a new croup leave their Liberty and Curtiss engines, mount 
mules or horses, and start the 18-mile trip up the China Sea trail. Although it 
takes some five or six hours to climb: the 4, 000 feet, the men seem to enjoy it. 
The scenery om the China Sea Trail is unexcelled anywhere in the world. Passing 
through four very distinct but extinct volcanic craters and then through about 
five miles ot tropical forest, one emerges to a clearing of about two miles.. 
From this clearing a sudden drop is made to the bed of the Bambam River, Then 
the real climbing starts. Up almost nerpendicular walls, made accessible only 
by the construction of - excelletitziczags, one comes to a divide from which the 
China Sea can be seen-on one side and the central. Iuzon on the other. A short 
descent and Camp Sanchez is reached. 

Animals are unsaddled and cared for, and men who are used to the drone of 
airplane engines settle down to rest and quiet. Excellent hunting, hiking and 
swimming are to be had within easy reach.. Negritos visit the camp daily to show 
the soldier, who is used to modern warfare, how a ten centavo piece can be knock- 
ed from a tree.fifty yards. ‘distant with a bow and arrow. After a period of cool 
days and nights, the Air Corps soldier acain mounts. his mule or horse and 
journeys back to Clark Field, passing” ‘on the way down an 1other group of men going

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_ THE. FERRY FLIGHT FROM Wares, re TO FRANOE FIELD 


The. official - ‘report of Major Paul’ Site, Air Corps, covering ae Flieht of 
the Army Transport, C-2A (Fok¥er 3-7) from Dayton, Ohio, to France Field, Penama 
Canal Zone, was. recently received in ‘the Office Chief-of Air‘Corps.. This flight 
was the, first attempt on the part of the ‘Army Air Corps - ‘to ferry.an airplane 
from the United States to one of the Insular possessiors. ‘The total distance, 
3130 miles,. Was, covered. in.a flying time of 38 hours and 40 mimutes, the speed 
of the Transport ranging from 82 to 86 miles per hour. 

- The Transport was Serviced with 1442 zallons of gasoline and 985 gallons of 
oil. ‘The elapsed time of the flight was 8 days, the Transport taking off from 
Wright Field at 10:25 a.m., Jamary 9th, and landing at France Field at 4:00 p.m. 
January 16th. MDuve to unfavorable weather conditions, it was found necessary to 
land at Bowman Field, Louisville, Ky., at 2:45 p.m:, Jamaary 9th, and it was not 
until 11:20 a.m. on the 12th. that the airmen were able to resume their journey 
to the next. stopping point, Montgomery, ,, Ala. ‘The Army pilots. who ae ticipated 
in this flight, in additicn to Major Bock, were ist Lieuts.

Here, after ‘flying about 15 mimutes thru rain of varying intensity, 
the cénter. motor.sputtered badly and gave only 1400 r.p.m. (normal about .1900) at 
full throttle. After leaving the rain area, the trouble gradually cleared up in 
about 30 minutes. Possibly this. trouble caused the poor oil consumption record 
of this engine on this flight, referred to abdove. It is helieved that this 
engine trouble was caused by water getting into the magneto. -parts or connections. 
No further engine trouble was experienced after this, and all metors were run- 
ning smoothly uvon landing at France. Field. Uniflow oilers on rocker arms gave 
excessive oil. This excess was thrown back and covered the cockoit windshields, 
interfering with visibility. |

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COOLING PROCESS" FOR: AVIATION: ENGINES 


h eoolins nrocess “Aich tadinzbtedtiy will iuttialieana the operation of all 
airtratt cqauisec: vith water-cooled encines has been develoned’ at the laborato- 
ries of the Army Air Soros “Yatericl Division at Wrieht Field, Dayton, Ohio. The 
exact combination of the chemical formmla of this cooling agency, which is a 
liquid, has not beer made sublic as yet beyond the fact that it can be bought in 
the onen moriet: et relatively rcasonable prices. 

-Exyeriments conducted in blocs tests on various airplane engines by Army 
air Corps encvineers vorking under the ceneral sunervision of 3rizadier-General 
Willian E. Gillmore, Chief of the Materiel Division, have »roduced the following 
yertinent advantaces of this cooling fluid as a suistitute for water in the type 
of ensjine used in Air Corns “yursuit lances. 

1. Only four and a half gallons of the chemical cooler are needed in wlace 
of avout 1& sallons of water - a reduction of 84 pounds. 

2.° The decreased quantity of cooling: fluid permits the use of a radiator 
one-fourth the size of the typo now in use - a savinz: of nearly 40 pounds. 

5. The combined reduction in cooling fluid and radiator weight as well as 
in radiator surface not alone means that more than 100 wounds of dead weight is 
transformed into uséful load but also that the parasite resistance of the radia- 
tor - which often represents 20 percent of the total resistance of the ship - 
has been materially reduced, with a resultant increase in speed, estimated at 
11 miles per hour. 

4. Inasruch as the téermerature of the cooling fluid mst rise to 387 ‘de- 
crees fahrenhoit before it reaches the boiling noint (water boils at 22°) it 
permits airplane motors to be operated at sneeds far in excess of the limits — 
nernitted in water-cooled systems. <A 50-hour test was recently conducted at. 
Wrisht Field. During that neriod the speed of the motor was so high that the 
temmerature of the cooling liguid rose to 300°, but without any anparent injuri- 
ous effect to the motor. Heretofore 180” has been the ordinarily accented maxi- 
mu. pas Sie raid, ; 

"The discovery of this irmortant coolin; fluid will not be kept secret," 
said Assistant Secretar, of War F. Trutee Davison, in charge of Army aviation. 
"General Gillmore informs me that actual flyin- tests are to be made at Dayton 
at an early date for the purpose of collecting data showins actual performance 
while in flisht. If these beriefits turn out to be as creat in practice as” 
tests on the cround indicate they will be, the Army Air Corps vill have made 
another great contribution to the general progress of aviation. 

Tne chief handican of water-cooled en-ines so far ws been the added weight 
of their coolin;: element, as well as the head resistance of their radiator 
equipment. A 75 percent reduction in this weight and resistance will enable 
airplanes to carry ¢reater loads at sreater sheeds or with more economy of fuel 
cons ulimtion. For military airylanes this means increased »erformance; for con 
mercial aircraft, creater payloads. It may even be possible to eliminate radia- 
tor resistance entirely by placing the radiator-in the wing of the ship. This 
tyge of radiation has teen tried before but never with entirely successful re- 
Sults and due mostly to the large radiator surface required. Now, with a »ro- 
mise of a 75 percent reduction in this respect, it is quite possible that wing 
Skin radiators may be perfected for ordinary use. Tests on pursuit planes have 
shown that wing: skin radiators increase’ the speeds of those ships about 15 miles 
an hour. ne 


If the chemical: cooling fluid is found to’ be as effective as Army Air Corps’ 


exnerts predict it will be, only minor changes will be necessary to adaynt water- 
cooled motors for its use. Also, this discovery ovens the door for liquid- 
cooled motors of greater horseyower than those now in use. The water-cooled 
power plant has so far been Linited in size, because increas ed power meant 
heavier ‘and more’ bulky cooling systems." 5;

The few days preceding the middle of March brought rain and fog enough to 
put the quietus on fiying around here for a considerable period. The simulated 
artillery adjustment training on the ouff target range is about completed. 
Nearly all the pilots here completed two bracket and one precision en; 
some more than this. 

Before we started on this work, many of our vilots looked ek dktcacune 
at the nrosvects of occupying ae observer's cockpit. Most of their dislike was 
engendered by orevious exxerience wherein entered such factors as: insufficient 
radio traiuing, uncomfortable radio helmets and inability to listen through" 
local broadcasting stations. This year their fears were soon dispelled. All 
pilots are now able to send and receive at least ten words a minute, thanks to 
the daily instruction and ground practice under the cirect supervision of Lt. 
Hough. The new type radio helmet with the dowble chin strap no longer encoura- 
ges the srowth of cauliflower ears and, all in all, simlated artillery adjust- 
ment was not as mich disliked by the pilots as they thousht it would be. We 
used one-way radio for plane to cround. and pete for ¢round to plane. Officers 
took their turn at runnins the puff rance and the panel station. After the 
first day the work wont on as smoothly as it does at Kelly Field. Spotting 
shots became a game, not a disagreeable duty. 

Our radio ground work continues. From 10 words a minute we are boosting up 
to 12 words; and 14 words e mimite is not an unusual rate. Lieut. Chauncey 
leads the class in sendinz. He-runs off 18 words on the key. Lieut. Hough, the 
instructor, has the best transmission for rythm and clearness.
